In  this  book  there  are  outlines  of  nine  family  branches,  some 
personal  history  sketches,  and  a  discussion  of  ways  of  continuing 
our  work.  The  outlines  taken  together  contain  the  names  of  hun¬ 
dreds  of  individuals  and  families.  The  information  given  in  the 
outlines  was  the  best  information  available  at  the  time  the  book 
went  to  press.  Anytime  further  information  is  available,  the  com¬ 
mittee  will  make  any  needed  changes  in  future  books  by  correction 
Or  addition  depending  on  the  kind  of  information  we  receive.

-  tion.  It  is  only  in  this  way  that  we  can  continue  to  build  the  book. 

It  is  hoped  that  all  who  read  this  book  will  feel  a  personal  obligation 
A  t&  cooperate  with  the  committee  in  making  any  changes  needed  to 
make  the  information  herein  up  to  date  and  correct.  Read  the  book 
again  and  again  both  for  pleasure  and  for  the  purpose  of  helping 
to  make  furture  books  more  accurate  and  complete. 

It  will  be  noted  that  these  outlines  continue  t9  carry  the  de¬ 
scendants  of  the  female  line  after  marriage.  Only  in  this  way  can 
all  the  descendants  of  an  ancestor  be  shown.  There  is  some  ques¬ 
tion  as  to  whether  this  is  the  correct  method  of  making  a  family 
history.  Some  histories  drop  the  female  line  after  marriage.  In 
such  histories,  when  a  female  member  is  married,  her  married  name 
is  given,  but  is  not  carried  further  than  that,  the  name  of  her  de¬ 
scendants  are  not  given,  for  they  would  be  listed  in  a  family  his¬ 
tory  bearing  the  name  of  her  husband.  You  are  asked  to  make  a 
study  of  this  particular  point  and  offer  any  suggestions  you  may 
wish  for  further  work  on  a  family  history.  A  study  of  of  other  fam¬ 
ily  histories  will,  no  doubt,  throw  some  light  on  this  phase  of  our 
work. 

This  book  contains  just  a  few  incidents  or  stories.  It  is  just 
such  stories  that  really  make  a  family  history  interesting.  The  bare 
outlines  are  useful  and  serve  a  good  purpose,  but  these  'outlines  need 
to  be  clothed.  They  need  flesh  and  blood,  and  the  clothing,  the 
flesh  and  blood  is  life  stories  of  individuals  who  make  up  the  out¬ 
line.  It  is  hoped  that  future  books  will  be  filled  with  such  storeis, 
but  any  future  book  cannot  be  filled  with  such  stories  unless  the 
stories  are  made  available,  brought  together  for  that  purpose.  This 
can  only  be  done  by  those  who  know  the  stories  or  have  them  in 
print  or  writing  somewhere.  They  can  see  that  these  stories  reach 
the  committee,  then  the  committee  can  see  that  they  are  put  in 
the  book. 

The  last  few  pages  of  this  book  are  concerned  with  the  matter 
of  continuing  our  work.  It  is  most  important  that  they  be  read  care¬ 
fully,  for  there  is  much  yet  to  be  done.  It  is  hoped  these  last  few 
pages  will  be  studied,  and  that  those  who  study  them  will  set  to 
work  at  once,  and  will  at  the  same  time  offer  other  suggestions  for 
doing  the  job  at  hand.  There  are  no  plans  at  present  for  putting  out 
a  book  in  1948,  nor  soon  thereafter.  But  that  does  not  change  the 
fact  that  now  is  the  time  to  collect  material  for  any  future  work.  It 
is  most  important  to  gather  it  now,  so  that  when  we  do  get  ready 
to  put  out  another  book,  we  will  have  the  material  at  hand.  At  best 
the  job  of  gathering,  classifying,  checking,  rechecking  material  is 
a  slow  one.  We  should,  therefore,  continue  with  that  work  now.

JACOB  PLANTS:  Bom  in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania 
about  1805.  Sold  his  real  estate  and  left  Washington  County  aboul 
1849.  Stopped  one  year  in  Wetzel  County,  .Virginia,  then  daip^  tc 
Mason  County,  Virginia,  and  brought  a  large  tract  6f-  land,  approxi¬ 
mately  five  hundred  acres,  on  the  West  branch  of  Kanawha  Ten-jriile 
creek.  He  had  five  sons  in  the  Union  Army — John,  Christian,  Jacob 
Francis  Marion,  and  George.  •  Jacob  died  of  fever  near  Memphis 
Tennessee;  Francis  Marion  was  killed  in  action  at  Fishers  Hill,  ir 
the  Shenandoah  Valley.  Virginia;  Christian  and  George  returned 
without  wounds.  John  Plants,  the  father  of  the  author  of  this  sketch 
was  wounded  at  the  Battle  of  Cedar  Creek,  October  19,  1864 — a  min- 
nie  ball,  being  a  leaden  bullet,  weighing  one  ounce,  passing  through 
his  left  arm,  between  the  wrist  and  elbow.

The  storj 
goes  that  because  the  enemy  was  pressing  hard  upon 
them  they  were  forced  to  vacate  camp  early  one  morn¬ 
ing.  Francis,  having  a  sore  foot,  could  not  keep  up 
with  his  company  and  was  forced  to  drop  out.  Saic 
he  to  his  buddy,  “I  can  go  no  farther.  You  go  on.  j 
will  get  behind  a  tree.  I  will  get  one  of  them.”  His 
buddy  went  on  over  a  hill,  and  after  awhile  he  heard 
first  the  report  of  one  musket,  then  the  report  of  sev¬ 
eral  muskets.  Francis  was  never  heard  from  again. 
(This  story  has  been  handed  down  from  Rhoda 
Hoschar,  who  was  a  sister  of  Francis.  Rhoda  died 
many  years  ago.)

FRANCIS  MARION  PLANTS 


JACOB  AND  NANCY  PLANTS  SETTLED  ON  TEN  MILE 

They  settled  on  the  upper  waters  of  Kanawha  Ten  Mile  but  a 
few  miles  from  the  source  of  this  creek.  The  West  Brancn  of  Ten 
Mile  Creek  rise  in  a  series  of  low  hills  on  the  northeast  side  of  the 
Kanawha  River,  and  only  about  two  miles  from  the  river.  Tne 
streams  then  flows  in  a  generally  eastward  direction  from  the  river, 
leads  to  the  south  and  west  and  empties  into  the  Kanawna  River 
about  five  miles  south  of  the  point  where  it  began,  thus  making  a 
great  bend  of  mapy  miles,  and  yet  its  source  and  its  mouth  are  no! 
more  than  five  miles  apart.  Let  us  get  a  mental  picture  of  tms 
stream  and  adjoining  country  as  it  must  have  been  about  1850  when 
Jacob  Plants  settled  there.  It  is  not  our  purpose  here  to  write  fic¬ 
tion,  but  to  try  as  accurately  as  we  can  to  see  the  country  as  it  act¬ 
ually  was  in  that  early  time. 

The  narrow  creek  bottoms  and  hills  on  either  side  were  deep, 
dark  wooded  lands.  They  were  forest  lands,  covered  with  great  ires, 
hickory,  white  oak,  poplar,  ash,  pine  and  other  kinds.  There  were 
deer,  panther,  and  smaller  game  in  those  forests,  not  in  limited  num¬ 
bers  but  plentiful  in  those  days.  Willows  and  elms  grew  close  by 
the  creek.  Here  and  there,  according  to  nature’s  own  design,  were 
places  not  so  heavily  wooded  as  others  and  some  smaller  vegetation 
grew.  The  deep  leaf-bed  built  up  by  the  great  forests  droppm*-  n-s 
neavy  leaf  growth  in  the  fall  for  year  upon  year  caught  and  held 
much  of  the  rain  water  that  fell  so  that  the  creek  was  not  easily 
flooded  more  than  its  banks  could  hold. 

At  a  certain  point  along  this  stream  our  forefathers  settled.  Some 
of  the  descendants,  especially  those  who  now  live  in  the  locality  or 
spent  their  cnildhood  there  will  remember  the  place  as  the  W  cite 
place.  Some  of  the  older  generation  still  call  it  the  Plants  Place. 
Whether  Jacob  first  settled  here  or  two  miles  further  up  the  creek 
at  what  was  later  the  John  Plants  place  is  not  known.  If  he  did 
settle  two  miles  further  up  the  creek,  his  stay  there  was  not  long, 
for  his  family  all  grew  up  at  the  place  now  known  as  the  White 
Place,  where  for  many  years  after  the  Plants  homestead  lived  a  Mr. 
Neely  White.  To  this  place  there  came  Jacob  Plants  with  his  family 
nearly  one  hundred  years  ago.  He  soon  purchased  a  large  tract  of 
land,  as  is  spoken  of  elsewhere  in  the  article  written  by  T.  H.  Plants, 
who  was  a  grandson  of  Jacob.  Jacob  gave  a  trust  deed  as  security 
for  notes  in  payment  for  this  land.  This  trust  deed  signed  in  Jacob’s 
own  hand  nearly  one  hundred  years  ago,  in  a  good  state  of  preserva¬ 
tion  is  pow  in  the  hands  of  Wilbur  E.  Plants  a  great  grandson.  Some 
of  this  land,  it  is  not  known  just  how  much,  nor  which  member  of 
the  family  owns  it,  is  still  held  by  the  descendants  of  Jacob  Plants. 
One  tract  of  fifty  acres  is  held  by  a  great  grandson,  Wilbur  E.  Plants, 
the  same  mentioned  as  being  in  possession  of  the  trust  deed. 

In  that  time  long  past  lived  the  pioneer  family  of  Jacob  Plants. 
Each  generation  in  its  own  time  has  its  own  particular  conditions  to 
meet,  not  all  the  same  for  different  generations  by  any  means,  and 
yet  perhaps  some  conditions  are  common  to  all  generations.  All  have 
some  pleasures  and  some  sorrows,  some  problems  of  some  kind. 
Sickness,  health,  life,  death,  sorrow,  and  gladness  are  common  to 
every  generation.  In  that  distant  past  in  the  home  of  Jacob  and 
Nancy  Plants  grew  to  manhood  and  womanhood  a  family  of  children. 
Most  of  these  children  upon  becoming  men  and  women  married  and 
reared  families  of  their  own,  their  children  did  the  same  and  so  on 
to  the  present  time.  Christian  Plants  of  the  third  generation  reared 
his  family  on  the  hill  a  short  distance  from  the  old  Jacob  Plants 
homestead,  and  John  Plants  reared  his  family  two  miles  up  Ten 
Mile  Creek  above  the  old  homestead.  Rhoda  married  Andrew  Hos- 
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char,  who  with  their  family  lived  but  a  few  miles  away.  Mary  Jane 
who  married  Adam  Brannon  lived  at  Beech  Hill,  only  a  few  miles 
from  the  old  home.  So  with  the  others  who  married  and  had  fam¬ 
ilies.  They  reared  their  families  nearby.  The  others  were  Jack, 
Nancy,  Leonard,  George  and  Joseph.  The  grand  children  of  Jacob 
Plants  are  to  be  found  widely  scattered,  some  near  and  some  far 
from  the  old  homestead.  The  great-grand  children  and  the  great- 
great-grand  children  of  Jacob  are  even  more  widely  scattered  and 
are  to  be  found  in  many  different  states  of  the  nation.  One.  a  great, 
great,  grandson  in  the  armed  services  of  his  country  stationed  in  Ger¬ 
many  is  contemplating  marrying  a  German  girl,  and  if  he  does,  there 
is  a  possibility  he  will  settle  in  Germany  and  rear  a  family  there, 
thus  completing  a  complete  cycle  in  about  175  years  of  time,  since 
his  ancestors  left  that  country  for  America  175  years  ago.

John  Plants  was  a  cooper  by  trade,  making  any  articles  which 
were  made  from  staves  and  hoops.  Born  July  10,  1830;  died  Decem¬ 
ber  7,  1896.  He  was  converted  at  an  early  age,  and  for  more  than 
fifty  yearse  lived  a  consistent  Cnristian  lire;  was  possessed  ox  deep 
convictions,  with  an  iron  will  and  an  indomitable  courage.  He  was 
very  active  in  politics,  serving  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion;  his  church  affiliation  was  Methodist,  serving  for  many  years  as 
class  leader  in  his  home  church.  When  a  new  cnurch  (iiiday  ytiapei^ 
was  built,  he  sold  the  last  milk  cow  he  owned  to  finish  paying  the 
debt  on  the  church  so  tnat  it  could  be  dedicated.  He  was  a  virile 
Republican^  was  married  three  times  and  the  father  of  twenty  chil¬ 
dren.

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RUSSELL  L.  PLANTS,  MISSIONARY  TO  EGYPT 

In  November,  1921,  at  the  age  of  20,  Russell  Plants  began  his  full¬ 
time  Ministry  in  Christian  service.  After  serving  for  seven  years  as 
an  Evangelist,  and  Home  Missionary,  he  went  out  in  November,  1928, 
as  a  foreign  Missionary  to  Egypt. 

On  March  6,  1931,  in  Cairo,  Egypt,  he  met  Miss  Grace  Irene 
Smith,  of  Cortland,  New  York,  who  was  also  a  Missionary  in  the 
famous  Nile  Valley.  On  May  2,  1931,  they  were  engaged  to  be  mar- 
mied.  Soon  after  the  engagement,  Russell  returned  to  the  United 
States.  And  later  in  the  same  year,  Miss  Smith  also  returned  to 
Amrica. 

Then  on  April  17,  1933,  they  were  united  in  marriage  at  Cortland, 
N.  Y.,  in  the  Bethel  Pentecostal  Tabernacle.  Their  first  child,  Evelyn 
Roberta,  was  bom  on  May  17,  1934,  in  Elmira,  N.  Y. 

In  December,  1936,  Russell  and  Grace  again  went  to  Egypt, 
taking  their  infant  daughter  with  them.  They  were  abroad  for  al¬ 
most  two  years  and  during  that  time  a  son,  Donald  Gee,  was  born 
on  August  20,  1937,  at  the  Anglo  Swiss  Hospital  in  Alexandia,  Egypt. 

Upon  their  return  to  the  Homeland,  Russell  and  Grace  settled  in 
Oneonta,  N.  Y.,  on  January  1,  1939,  and  opened  up  a  Full  Gospel  Tab¬ 
ernacle  in  the  foothills  of  the  Catskill  Mountains.  At  the  time  of  this 
writing  (1947)  they  are  still  living  in  Oneonta,  which  name  in  In¬ 
dian  lore  means,  “The  City  of  the  Hills.” 

During  their  stay  in  the  upper  regions  of  the  Susquehanna  River, 
three  more  “Little  Plants”  have  appeared  on  their  branch  of  our 
“Family  Tree.”  These  are  Marv  Louise,  born  Aug.  1,  1939,  Gordon 
Russell,  born  Aug.  29,  1941,  and  Esther  Ruth,  born  August  26,  1943. 

Deep  religious  convictions  and.  a  strong  Christian  faith  are  the 
governing  factors  in  this  family  household.

He  was  very  witty  and  quite  a  joker  as  is  instanced  by  the  fol¬ 
lowing  incident. 

One  day  he  was  locking  at  a  notice  of  public  sale  when  a  stranger 
came  riding  by.  “Uncle  Chris”  requested  him  to  alight  and  read  the 
notice.  The  stranger,  willing  to  oblige,  dismounted  into  the  mud, 
approached  the  tree  on  which  the  notice  was  tacked  and  read  it, 
never  realizing  that  he  was  the  victim  of  a  practical  joker. 

I  have  several  times  heard  “Uncle  Chris”  tell  this  story  with  a 
jolly  chuckle.

The  history  committee,  with  the  aid  of  many  others,  again  this 
year  presents  Its  report  in  the  form  of  a  printed  pamphlet.  Many 
corrections  were  sent  to  the  committee,  and  these  corrections  were 
made,  as  you  will  see  by  consulting  the  outlines.  It  seems  that  it 
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would  be  such  a  small  task  for  each  one  to  look  over  his  family  out¬ 
line  and  make  the  corrections  necessary  and  mail  them  to  the  com¬ 
mittee,  but  some  failed  to  do  even  this  small  task.  It  would  be  im¬ 
possible  on  account  of  time  and  money  involved  for  the  committee 
to  set  out  to  either  write  all  the  letters  needed  to  get  all  these  cor¬ 
rections  or  to  travel  about  to  talk  personally  with  each  one.  Only  a 
little  time,  a  little  effort,  and  a  postage  stamp  would  do  the  work  if 
eacn  one  will  mail  to  the  committee  the  corrections  needed. 

The  report  this  year  includes  the  family  outlines  of  the  four 
branches  not  included  in  last  year’s  report,  therefore  now  contains 
the  outlines  of  nine  branches.  This  is  all  the  children  of  Jacob  Plants, 
so  far  as  we  are  able  to  learn,  that  left  descendants. 

This  pamphlet  is  quite  an  improvement  over  tne  one  printed  m 

1946,  but  it  is  still  a  small  beginning — but  it  is  a  beginning — and  we 
are  pleased  to  have  it  ready  for  the  Association  this  year. 

A  word  of  appreciation  to  those  who  made  contributions  to  help 
pay  for  this  pamphlet  is  in  order.  .Therefore,  the  history  committee 
takes  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  those  who  made  advance  contri¬ 
butions.  This  history  booklet  could  not  have  been  published  this 
year  if  these  contributions  had  not  oeen  made  in  advance.  In  fact, 
it  would  not  have  been  undertaken  if  the  money,-  or  the  most  of  it, 
had  not  been  first  made  available,  because  neither  the  committee  nor 
any  individual  could  have  stood  responsible  for  its  cost.  So  the  com¬ 
mittee  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  to  all  those  who  responded 
to  our  request  for  funds  in  our  letter  of  February  24,  1947.  These 
contributions  ranged  in  amounts  from  fifty  cents  to  ten  dollars. 

We  thank  you  one  and  all.  When  those  who  purchase  this  history 
pamphlet  for  fifty  cents  on  the  day  of  the  Reunion,  September  14, 

1947,  and  those  who  purchase  it  for  One  Dollar,  after  that  date,  un¬ 
derstanding  that  the  advance  contributors  paid  from  Five  to  Ten 
Dollars  for  their  copy,  we  feel  sure  they,  too,  will  offer  a  word  of 
appreciation.  The  name,  address  and  amount  given,  is  recorded  for 
each  contributor,  and  they  will  be  furnished  a  copy  without  any  fur¬ 
ther  cost.  It  will  be  handed  to  them  on  the  day  of  the  Reunion,  if 
present,  and  if  not  it  will  be  mailed  to  them.  To  others  than  these 
who  contributed,  the  price  on  Reunion  day  will  be  Fifty  Cents  (50c) 
and  thereafter  the  price  will  be  One  Dollar  ($1.00) 

A  word  about  prejudice  in  personal  write-ups  should  probably 
be  written,  in  order  that  no  prejudice  of  any  kind  will  be  felt,  for 
surely  none  is  intended.  There  might  be  some  defense  for  prejudice 
in  a  small  group  or  association  of  some  kind  where  the  membership 
was  small  enough  and  chiefly  held  the  same  opinion  in  all  matters. 
But  in  a  group  or  association  like  a  large  family,  such  as  ours,  it  is 
to  be  expected  that  all  shades  of  opinion  on  all  subjects  will  be  found, 
in  so  large  a  family  association,  numbering  the  families  by  the  hun¬ 
dreds  it  is  neither  expected  nor  desired  that  all  think  alike  on  all 
subjects.  There  will  be  found  every  shade  of  political  and  religious 
belief;  there  will  be  found  rich  and  poor,  educated  and  uneducated, 
and  many  other  differences. 

The  family  history  vttien  completed  will  be  about  the  whole 
family  and  not  just  about  some  particular  part  of  it.  So,  if  there 
should  be  found  in  this  booklet  a  certain  opinion  expressed  and  op¬ 
posing  opinions  not  expressed  it  will  be  only  because  one  was  sent 
to  the  committee  for  publication  and  the  other  was  not.  Therefore, 
when  submitting  material,  do  not  cut  out  some  opinion  for  fear  that 
it  will  not  be  printed  on  the  grounds  of  prejudice,  beacuse  there  are 
no  grounds  for  prejudice.  We  are  a  very  large  family,  and  we  ex¬ 
pect  differences  of  beliefs  and  opinions,  and  we  want  our  family 
history  to  give  expression  to  all  of  them. 
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It  can  be  seen  that  there  are  several  hundred  people  in  the  gene- 
alogical  outlines  in  this  pamphlet.  In  fact  the  Emilies  will  number 
into  the  hundreds,  and  are  scattered  in  many  differem.  states  and 
localities  in  several  states.  Throughout  these  outlines  there  will  m 
all  probability  still  be  found  many  needed  corrections.  Even  ^  ^ 
information  was  in  hand  at  the  time  the  material  was  handed 
the  printer  there  would  be  need  for  corrections  within  a  few  hours 
for  changes  are  taking  place  constantly.  Births,  deaths,  marriages, 
etc  go  on  continuously.  Such  changes  as  these  just  mentioned  are 
really  no  corrections,  but  additions,  and  any  one  who  knows  about 
such  changes  should  send  the  information  to  the  committee  It  would 
be  an  excellent  idea  to  send  it  as  soon  as  we  learn  of  it,  far  if  such 
things  are  put  off  we  are  likely  to  forget  to  send  them.  Besides  these 
changes  there  may  be  found  corrections  needed,  such  as  dates  of 
births,  deaths,  marriages,  spelling  of  names  addresses  family  say¬ 
ings  and  others.  Look  carefully  over  the  outlines  to  see  whether  all 
items  are  correct.  It  would  be  an  almost  impossible  task  for  the 
committee,  on  account  of  time  and  money  involved  to  write  °r  travel 
to  get  these  corrections,  but  they  can  be  made  easily,  without  much 
time  lost  and  cost  to  anyone,  if  all  those  who  have  these  booklets 
will  carefullv  look  over  the  outlines  and  send  m  the  corrections  they 


see  are  necessary. 

Many  corrections  were  sent  to  the  committee  this  year  by  several 
different  people  and  these  ccrrections  were  made  and  the  information, 
therefore,  is  correct  in  such  cases  in  this  booklet.  But  there  are 
other  corrections  and  changes  needed;  but  since  no  one  sent  the 
needed  corrections  to  the  committee,  the  committee  had  no  w  a^  oi 
finding  out  what  they  were,  and  the  corrections  could  not  be  made. 

It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  every  one  who*  knows  of  a  change  or 
correction  needed  will  see  that  such  information  is  sent  tp  the  com¬ 
mittee.  An  appeal  for  help  along  this  line  was  mailed  Feoruary  -4, 
1947,  several  months  before  the  needed  time  for  printing,  and  many 
sent  corrections,  but  some  did  not. 

It  is  well  illustrated  what  you  can  do  by  comparison  or  example. 
Let  us  look  briefly  at  what  takes  place  in  an  exhibit  of  any  kind. 
It  may  be  an  exhibit  of  old  lace,  an  exhibit  of  old  furniture,  it  may 
be  an  exhibit  of  art,  or  any  other  type  of  exhibit.  It  may  be  spon¬ 
sored  by  a  school,  a  club,  a  church.or  some  other  group.  It  is  an¬ 
nounced  that  an  exhibit  will  be  held  at  a  certain  time  and  place,  and 
members  of  the  sponsoring  group  and  others  are  asked  to  bring 
something  to  exhibit.  Now  there  will  be  found  in  almost  every  home 
some  valued  piece  of  lace,  furniture,  a  picture,  or  something  that  will 
fit  into  the  exhibit.  In  many  cases  there  will  be  found  in  a  home 
some  treasured  item,  the  like  of  which  is  net  to  be  found  in  any 
other  home.  The  things  brought  to  the  exhibit  are  to  be  placed  in 
a  suitable  position  to  be  observed.  What  intense  interest  and  pleasure 
as  people  pass  through  at  the  time  of  the  exhibit  and  cast  their  eves 
upon  old  lace,  picture,  furniture,  clothing,  or  whatever  the  exhibit 
represents.  Simply  by  planning  the  time  and  place,  preparing  a  place 
of  exhibit,  and  calling  for  items  to  be  brought  together  from  many 
homes  by  many  different  people,  the  exhibit,  a  thing  of  beauty  and 
interest  was  made  possible.  Such  is  one  side  of  the  comparison;  now 
for  the  other  side. 


The  preparation  of  a  family  historv  in  all  stages  of  preparation 
follows  closely  the  preparation  of  an  exhibit.  Our  exnibit  is  going  to 
be  glimpses  of  people  instead  of  old  lace,  or  furniture.  It  is  sponsor¬ 
ed  by  the  Plants  Reunion  Association,  whose  membership  is  made 
up  by  all  direct  descendants  and  those  who  have  come  into  the  fam¬ 
ily  by  marriage.  The  sponsoring  group,  the  Reunion  Association,  asks 
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its  members  and  others  to  bring  things — in  this  case  information 
about  people,  pictures,  old  deeds,  and  other  papers — to  the  place  of 
the  exhibit.  The  place  of  the  exhibit  will  be  finally  a  completed 
family  history.  Instead  of  the  material  being  arranged  in  booths  or 
on  tables,  as  in  the  case  of  old  lace  or  furniture,  it  will  be  arranged 
on  pages  of  a  book.  Instead  of  walking  along  booths  and  tables,  you 
will  turn  to  pages  of  a  book.  As  in  the  case  of  the  lace  exhibit,  there 
will  be  found  in  almost  every  home  some  treasured  item  that  will  fit 
into  the  book.  It  may  be  a  story  about  some  one  you  know,  a  pic¬ 
ture,  a  marriage  certificate,  an  old  deed,  a  newspaper  clipping  or 
something  else.  It  may  be  some  treasured  item  which  cannot  be 
found  in  any  other  home.  Once  all  these  things  are  brought  together 
— pictures,  stories,  deeds,  military  records,  and  all  the  many  things 
to  be  written  about  people,  they  will  be  placed  on  exhibit,  in  this  case 
the  exhibit  will  be  a  book,  just  as  the  ekhibit  of  old  lace  was  made 
possible  because  objects  were  brought  from  many  homes  by  many 
different  people,  so  will  a  family  history  be  made  possible  only  when 
the  material  is  gathered  into  one  place  for  that  purpose. 

We  feel  quite  sure  that  in  the  hundreds  of  homes  represented 
by  our  large  family  there  can  be  found  enough  material,  such  as  has 
been  described  and  others  not  mentioned,  to  make  a  complete  and 
interesting  family  history.  But  only  as  this  material  is  brought  to¬ 
gether  can  a  book  be  written,  and  it  can  only  be  brought  together 
by  many  individuals  from  these  hundreds  of  homes  making  it  their 
business  to  see  that  the  material  is  made  available  at  the  time  and 
place  of  exhibit.  The  olace  is  the  history  committee,  the  time  to 
send  the  material  is  now.  When  will  the  history  be  comoleted?  Who 
knows?  First,  the  material  must  all  be  made  available.  Then 
writing  the  book.  Writing  the  book  is  too  bi<*  s  task  for  anyone 
who  has  to  work  'for  a  living.  We  will  have  to  find  some  member  of 
the  family  who  has  enough  money  that  he  does  not  need  to  work  for 
a  living,  find  some  member  who  is  retired  or  hire  professional  book¬ 
makers.  The  book-makers  would  nrobably  come  at  a  high  [price.  So 
it  mav  be  a  long  time  before  our  book  is  ready,  but  let’s  keep  work¬ 
ing  at  it. 

A  preceding  paragraph  spoke  of  making  material  available  much 
in  the  same  manner  assan  exhibit  is  carried  out.  But  there  are  many 
things  to  be  done  before  this  material  is  ready  to  send  to  the  commit¬ 
tee.  Some  of  these  things  -will  be  easy  to  do  and  require  but  little 
time;  some  will  be  harder  and  require  more  time.  You  will  some¬ 
times  tire  of  reading  through  stacks  of  records  and  the  like,  but  do 
not  become  weary.  When  a  family  history  is  finally  written  you  will 
be  glad  that  you  put  time,  money  and  effort  into  it,  for  its  inter¬ 
esting  reading  will  far  out-weigh  the  difficulties  involved  in  making 
it.  There  is  much  you  can  do,  and  now  is  the  time  to  do  it.  Time 
is  fleeting,  and  death  is  removing  our  loved  ones  from  this  earthly 
stage.  In  very  recent  years  and  months,  death  has  taken  from  us 
several  whose  hearts  were  full  of  love  for  our  great  family  and  all 
mankind,  and  whose  minds  were  alert  in  our  work  of  preparing  a 
history.  Their  interest  was  keen  and  they  were  ever  ready  to  help 
in  furthering  our  history  work.  Thev  talked  some,  they  wrote  some, 
and  therefore  they  had  their  part  of  making  our  history.  But  how 
much  more  of  the  family  history  they  carried  to  the  grave  with  them, 
we  can  never  know.  How  we  would  love  to  hear  their  voices  and 
graso  their  hands  today,  but  alas,  we  cannot!  I  am  referring  to 
Aunt  Ella,  Aunt  Sally,  Theodore  H.  Plants,  Martha  McKinney  and 
Maggie  Welker.  There  are,  no  doubt,  many  others  not  personally 
known  to  the  writer.  We  miss  them,  of  course,  for  what  they  were, 
their  total  life,  and  not  merely  because  they  were  interested  in  the 
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story  of  our  family.  But  their  passing  does  remind  us  that  time 
moves  on.  So,  won’t  you,  now,  put  in  writing  the  stories  you  know 
and  talk  with  others  and  put  in  writing  the  things  they  tell  ,  you? 

Jn  addition,  you  should  look  through  the  old  Bible,  picture  album, 
safe  boxes,  and  anywhere  you  might  have  records  and  papers,  keep¬ 
sakes,  and  so  forth.  Look  through  church  and  Sunday  School  rec¬ 
ords,  school  records,  military  records,  court  records,  deeds,  old  let¬ 
ters,  newspaper  clipoings,  marriage  certificates,  birth  records,  obit¬ 
uaries,  tombstones,  and  other  sources.  Read  other  family  histories, 
to  get  an  idea  of  what  a  family  history  should  contain.  From  all 
these  things  then  you  can  write  a  record  of  individuals  and  families. 
This  you  can  send  to  the  committee.  When  you  send  in  suchmaterial, 
mark  it  well  to  indicate  the  family  outline  into  which  it  should  go. 
Be  sure  to  give  your  own  name  and  address  so  that  the  committee 
can  further  correspond  with  you.  If  you  have  an  especially  valuable 
picture,  deed,  or  some  paper  you  wish  returned,  do  not  send  it  by 
ordinary  mail,  but  send  it  by  registered  mail,  and  be  sure  that  your 
name  and  address  is  attached  to  the  paper  itself.  This  is  so  that  it 
can  be  returned  to  you.  It  will  not  be  enough  to  merely  sign  the  let¬ 
ter,  fcr  the  paper  itself  could  easily  get  detached  from  your  letter, 
and  we  would  not  know  to  whom  it  belonged.  So  place  your  name' 
and  address  on  any  valuable  picture  or  paper  you  send  to  the  com¬ 
mittee.  Already  papers  and  writings  have  begun  to  accumulate 
and  with  no  secretary  nor  filing  system,  and  each  committee  mem¬ 
ber  busy  with  his  own  affairs,  there  is  little  time  for  marking  and 
filing  papers.  We  believe  that  it  is  clear  that  you  can  help  and  we 
confidently  expect  that  you  will. 

A  word  to  those  who  may  say:  “I  don’t  know  what  to  write 
about.”  Elsewhere  in  this  report,  I  have  asked  you  to  write.  Then, 
remembering  that,  sometimes  I  begin  to  write,  and  it  seems  that  I  do 
net  know  what  to  write  about.  So  I  said  to  myself,  maybe  you  are 
asking  something  that  is  not  practical,  something  that  you  cannot  do 
yourself.  I  thought  further  about  it.  I  then  stopped  my  writing  and 
began  to  think  of  just  what  one  could  write  about.  I  listed  them 
briefly  on  paper.  Before  this  thinking  and  listing  was  done  there 
was  more  than  a  full  page  of  things  about  people  that  could  be  writ¬ 
ten.  There  is  plenty  to  write  about.  It  might  be  helpful  to  you,  as 
it  was  to  me,  to  make  a  list  of  the  things  you  can  write  about  your¬ 
self  or  someone  else.  Then  when  you  have  them  before  you,  set  in 
to  writing.  I’m  sure  that  when  you  have  this  written  and  it  appears 
u^cn  the  orinted  nage,  it  will  make  interesting  reading.  Just  a  little 
of  this  personal  history  has  begun  to  appear  in  our  books.  Think  of 
the  interest  with  which  you  read  these  personal  notes.  Then  think 
of  the  interest  with  which  others  would  read  some  writing  of  yours, 
paving  the  story  of  some  individual  or  family.  It  is  surprising  how 
little  each  of  us  knows  about  the  other,  but  it  is  not  surprising  that 
each  of  us  reads  with  interest  the  story  of  each  others  lives.  It  is 
nothing  more  than  biography,  and  biography  is  interesting  because  it 
is  about  people,  and  people  are  extremely  interesting.  There  is 
plenty  to  write  about.  Won’t  you  please  do  it  for  the  benefit  of  others 
and  yourself?
